THE DOMINION SESSION. 


After a comparatively short 
session of four months the Do- 
minion Parliament ‘wound up 
proceedings and closed a few 
days ago. The session was un- 
eventful and noted for broken 
promises. We were promised an 
announcement on the Hudson 
Bay Railway yet nota word was 
said about it. We were promised 
an Insurance Bill, and Immi- 
gration Legislation, but both 
questions were dropped. The 
$10,000,000 loan was not men- 
tioned in the speech from the 
throne yet it was rushed through 
in the last days of the session 
and made practically a gift to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific as ths se- 
curity was worth very little. 
Then too, there were quite un- 
announced bille to create a De- 
partment of External Affairs, to 
create a Department of Labor, 
to add largely to the Depart- 
mental expenditures, and finally 
to authorize Mr. Fielding to bor- 
row another $50,000,000. 

But the really great work of 
the session, so far as the gov- 
ernment was concerned, consisted 
in voting down all motions and 
burking all proceedings for the 
investigation of public affairs, 
go as to preserve Mr. McAvity or 
his friends in undisturbed pos- 
session of the $35,983 of ‘‘rake- 
off,’ and so as to whitewash Mr. 
Pugsley sufficiently to keep in 
office that extraordinary man of 
business without books. 

They also voted down a motion 
to have a thorough investigation 
into the other departments such 
as Judge Cassels carried out in 
the Marine and Fisheries de- 
partment but it was voted down 
as all measures of this nature 
were voted down by the partizan 
following of the government 
which took this means of covering 
their defeat. 


EARL GREY TO THE SCHOOL 
BOYS. 


In addressing the School 
children on Empire Day at the 
City of Toronto, Earl Grey gave 
expressisn to some words of ad- 
vice that are worthy of repetition 
and the careful consideration of 
adults as well as of the children 
to whom they were spoken. It is 
important in these days, when 
our attention is apt to be dis- 
tracted by various considerations 
that we should remember our im- 
perial duty and face it in the 
spirit which the Governor General 
recommended to the school boys 
of the city of Toronto. On that 


| occasion he said: 

“T want you boys:to remember 
what Empire Day means, Em- 
pire Day is the festival on which 
every British subject should rev- 
erently remember that the British 
Empire stands out before the 
whole world as the fearless cham- 
pion of freedom, fair play and 
equal rights; that ita watchwords 
are responsibility, duty,sympathy 
and self sacrifice, and that a 
especial responsibility rests with 


you individually to be true to the} * 


traditions and ‘to the missions of 
your race. I also want you boys 
to remember that one day Canada 
will become if her people are 
faithful to their highest British 
‘traditions, the most powerful of 
all the self governing nations, 
not excluding the people of the 
United Kingdom, which make up 
the British Empire, and that it 
‘rests with you individually as 
well as collectively to do your 
utmost by your own conduct and 
example to make Canada not 
only the most powerful, but the 
noblest of all the self-goyerning 
nations that are proud to owe al- 
legiance to the King.’’ 


The Advocate claims the mem- 
bers of the Public School Board 
are not doing their duty and are 
resting on their oars.

Mr. D. G. Bonter, who has 
spent a few days in Camrose this 
week, returned to the city last 
evening with the above encour- 
aging information, and he stated 
that the railway men, press, and 
citizens of Camrose all assert 
with perfect assurance that the 
work will be shortiy commenced 
on the Strathcona connections. 

It has been generally conceded 
by all reliable authority that the 
work would be begun first on the 
Vegreville-Red Deer extensions, 
but it was feared by many that 
the construction work would be 
delayed until so late in the season 
that it would perhaps necessitate 
the abandonment of the grading 
operations on this end of the main 
line from Camrose, however, with 
the early start on actual con- 
struction operationa the prospects 
appear bright for the graders 
reaching Strathcona this summer. 

Mr. Bonter has a great deal to 
say with praise of the enterprising 
little neighbor town to the south- 
east which has before it such an 
apparent brilliant future as a 
railway centre.

TESTING ING SEEDS, 


Conveniant Gariviinators That 

Meet All Requirements. 
For the ordinary planter the well 
imown “dinner plate” tester, mate 


will 


-with two soup or dinner plates and 


one or more molst strips of sterllized 
cotton goods, preferably cotton flannel, 
will be found to answer all purposes. 
The cotton strips are sterilized In boil- 
Ing water to destroy spores of - molds 
and otber fungl present, folded twice 
upon themselves and placed in one of 
the plates. The seeds are now laid be- 
tween the folds of cloth so as not te 
touch each other, and the second plate 
ls Inverted ovey the first, this forming 
a molst, aerated and more or less 
sterile chamber. ‘The cotton strips 
must be kept well molstened, buf not 
saturated, preferably with water that 
has been sterilized by bolling, and al- 
lowed to cool before using. Two. or 
three lots of seeds may be tested in 
the generator at one time, but each 
should be continued In a separate cot- 
ton strip and numbered to avold error. 


Another Good, Method.. 

When, however, It fs desirable to 
make several germination, tests at one 
time or when many varieties ara to be 
tested, instead of duplicating the plate 
germinatms already described the 
writer found the.following germinator, 
suggested by Dr. Volney Spaulding, 
formerly. of the University of Michi- 
to be superior: A deep ‘granite 
bread pan six or eight Inches wide Was 
obtained In which was kept about one- 
fourth inch of water. Cotton flannel 
strips of any convenient length, two 
or three yards, and of the width of the 
pan, were tucked crosswise at Inter- 
vals of five inches. Short galvanized 
wires about an inch longer than the 
width of the pan were Inserted through 
these tucks and gathered together, thus 
forming the cotton strips into numer- 
ous folds or loops which were sus- 
pended fn the pan above the water by 
menns of the supporting wires. The 
ends of the strips being left sufficiently 
long to touch the water in the pan, the

entire piece of cloth composing the 
loops, In which the seeds are placed, 1s 
kept uniformly moist. 

The cloth should be mojstened before 
beginning the experiment and, it ts 
needless to add, sterilized. 

A definite number of seeds taken as 
they come from an average sample are 
counted out for each germination. For 
seeds in rather sinall lots, as garden 
seeds, fifty to a hundred will answer, 
while for the cereals, grasses, clover 
and others used in extensive cultural 
operations about 200 should be used 
and the tests duplicated when any 
doubt exists about the results. The 
tests should be examined from day to 
day and the sprouted ones removed 
and counted, the number being regcord- 
ed on a sheet of paper. 

The length of time required for ger- 
mination is dependent upon several 
factors, chlef of which are moisture, 
temperature, vitality and varietal dlf- 
ferences, six to ten days being suffi- 
clent for most kinds. When tests are 
made during the winter or early spring 
months, at which time {it Is usually 
most convenient. the germination 
should be conducted In a moderately 
warm room so that the temperature 
will not fall below 50 degrees F. at 
night and remain between 70 and 80 
degrees I’, ‘dur Ing the day. In the case 
of alfalfa and certain others of the 
clover family a small percentage of 
the seeds will remain apparently sound 
nt the close of the germination test. 
Allowance 1s usually: made for these, 
one-third being counted as viable—tI. e., 
capable of growth. Cauliflower, cab- 
buge, turnip and beet seeds of poor 
stock—lI. e., run out—are just as viable 
us those of good stock. ‘The only 
meuns of remedying this defect Is to 
use selected home grown seeds or to 
buy the best stock of reliable seed 
houses.—J. J. Thornber,

Wife Retuses to Return to Her 
Husband and Neighbors Run 
Him Out of Town—Husband 
Lays His Troubles to Religion. 


Lethbridge, Alta., May 26.—A 
mob of thirty or forty Mormons 
‘this afternoon mobbed, threaten« 
ed to hang and severely handled 
two ‘‘gentile’’ men and a wowan 
at Magrath, a Morman settle- 
ment about 22 miles south-east of 
here. The matter arose from the 
marriage & year or more ago of a 
Mormon girl -to ‘‘a gentile,’’ as 
the Mormons call non-members 
ef their church. Jas. Barclay,one 
of the men who was mobbed, de- 
clares this was the cause of the 
whole trouble. Barclay and his 
wife, the couple concerned, after 
their marriage lived happily to- 
gether in Calgary. Mrs. Barclay, 
about five months ago, returned 
to her mother’s home at Magrath 
and intended to return to her own 
home in the course of a week or 
two. Once back in Magrath, 
however, her parents determined 
to keep her, and in spite of her 
husband’s entreaties, she refused 
to return to him. Today Barclay, 
accompanied by his sister, Mrs. 
Bolderson, of this city, and a 
friend of the Barclays, went down 
to Magrath to urge his wife once 
again to come back to him. She 
refused. He finally declared that 
if she would not come. back he 
would have his child. If Mrs. 
Barclay wanted her child she 
could go with him, he declared. 
‘A mob got together and Barclay 
was shackled by a man who 
called himself sheriff. He, his 
sister and Harrison were hauled 
before a magistrate, who gave 
orders that the child ‘waa to be 
returned to its mother and that 
the three ‘‘gentiles’’ quit- the 
place on the first train, The three 
were taken, handcuffed, to the 
jdepot by the “sheriff, ‘9 who, 
meanwhile, had sworn- in deputy 
‘‘sheriffs’’in the regular American 
style. They had been waiting in 
the station for some time when 
the mob appeared. 

“Don’t you ever come back 
here again,’’ announced the 
leader, ‘‘or we will hang you.’’ 
‘*We will hang them now,” called 
out some of the mob, ‘‘Get a 
rope.”’ 

Ropes, however, were not 
brought, but the mob rushed the 
three ‘‘gentiles,’’? knocked- them 
down, kicked and beat them, 
soaked them with eggs and threw 
Harrison through a window, by 
which the top of one of his fingers 
was severed. . Mrs. Bolderson 
was also roughly used. After this 
the mob left, and the three 
boarded the passenger train 
which arrived shortly after and 
came to this city. The ‘‘sheriff’’ 
stood by and made no effort to in- 
terfere until towards the last. No 
arrests have so far been made.

THE DOG QUESTION. 
May 27th, ’09. 
Editor of News: ‘ 
Sir:— . 

There was recently decided in Red 
Deer a law case which has aroused my 
curiosity respecting certain points of 
law which I would be obliged if some 
one could answer satisfactorily for1e. 

Some time ago an outbreak of rabies 
occurred “and as a_ precautionary 
measure a certain district was declared 
to be under quarantine and notices 
were posted in oy post office und in 
other conspicuous places to the effect 
that all dogs must be securely fastened 
to somne immovable object, not even 
allowing of muzzling or any other de- 
vice. Also, judging that the possible 
chance of a person or many persons 
suffering or even losing their lives to 
be of more importance than all the 
dogs in the district, wisely decreed 
that all dogs found running at large 
“might be destroyed by any person 
without compensation,” and one of 
the notices provided for a heavy fine 
for any person violating the act. Very 
few people in country districts have 
obeyed this order to the slightest ex- 
tent, and it seems a disgrace upon law 
and order that a law once passed 
should not be enforced; but if an un- 
enforced law is a disgraced law, it is 
much worse when some actually not 
only set aside the law but punish a 
man who merely acted within the 
mening and application to the act. 
Hence, I should like to know:— 

Ist. If an act passed by the pro- 
vincial government may be set aside 
by a petty J. P.or P.M. I know that 
there might have been reasons, but 
law is law, or else merely a stumbling 
block to justice and order, 

2nd, If one person secured revenge, 
and defendant was fined, could not 
any person whose dogs were destroy- 
ed claim damages therefore? 

While I have but little or no per- 
sonal interest in this specific case, yet, 
as a lover of justice, I think that there 
has been a clear case of perversion of 
that justice, in which Canadians take 
considerable pride.
